History: 
Joseph Smith: 
December 23, 1805, Joseph Smith Jr. is born, Windsor County, 
Vermont. USA. 
1820, At age 14, Joseph becomes confused about which religion 
to join. He goes into the woods to pray and sees a vision of God 
the Father and Jesus Christ. They tell him that none of the 
churches are true. 
1823, The angel Moroni appears to Joseph and tells him about 
the gold plates. And he translates them in 1827. 
1827 Joseph marries Emma Hale. They had 11 children and six of 
their children died in infancy. 
1829, John the Baptist confers the Aaronic Priesthood on Joseph 
Smith and Oliver Cowdery, and they baptize each other. 
1830, The Book of Mormon is printed and made available to the 
public. 
1836, The Kirtland Temple is completed. Jesus Christ appears to 
Joseph Smith and Oliver Cowdery there. 
Severe financial crisis and lost lot of money. Sexual allegations 
brought forth against Joseph Smith and they flee to Missouri. 


1839, in the banks of Mississippi river in Illinois they acquired 
18,000 acres of land and they built Nauvoo. 

1843, Joseph Smith approved of Polygamy, he himself was 
married to 30 wives and at least 10 of them married to another 
man. 

1844, he nominated himself for U.S President and he was later 
arrested and impending trial, but he was killed in prison. 

1846, Brigham Young sees Joseph Smith in a vision. 

1847, Becomes the leader and leaves for Salt Lake City, Utah. 
1852, Polygamy was preached and practiced. 

1857, US. Army and revolt 

1857 Temple construction started and 1867 completed. 

1890, Wilfred Woodruff becomes the leader and he received the 
vision and removed the polygamy practices. 


What do they believe in?
